A unique- and distinguished as 
scmbly at Tremonl Temple yester- 
day afternoon honored the memory 

of Michael AnaiMtos, for 30 years 
the Director ol the Perkins Iustitit 
tion for the Blind at South Boston, 
who died suddenly last Suinjner 
while oil a visit to Houniania. 

The audience was made up of 
the blind who e.ime out of gratitude 

to one of I heir foremost sympathii 
BTSt °t Greeks, whoeamo to honor 
a famous count ryman, and of distin- 
guished representatives of philan- 
thropy, letters, church and slate, 
who made common tribute to Ihe 
hiuh attainments of a noted friend 
and citizen. M.ivor Fitzgerald, GOV 

Guild, Bishop L'twrenoe, Frank B. 
Sanborn and Prof. J. Irving Manatt 
of Ibown University, were among 
the speakers, and an original poem 
by Mrs .lulia Ward Howe, lead by 
the venerable woman herself, was 

t! rowniag event of the pro- 
gramme 

The exercises were held under 

the auspices of ihe Perkins Insti- 
tution, and 170 pupils of the 
school weie present The salesroom 
of the school on Boylston Street, 
the workshop at South Huston, and 
all the school c.nincc.led with the 
institution were closed in honor of 
the occasion Music was furuidied 
by the school orchestra, composed 
Of blind musicians, and the school 
chorus, consisting of blind girls 
The pipe organ was played by 
David Wood, Ihe blind musical 
director of the Pennsylvania School 
for the Blind and organist of the 
RttSSell Cornwall Church at Phila 
delphia. 

Upon I lie stage was a three quar- 
ter portrait in oil of Mr Anagnos, 

surrounded by laurel, and Ihe 
platform was lavishly decked with 
palms and American Beauty re 
e\mong the guests upon the plat- 
form were GOV. (iiiild. M.ivor I 
trerald, Mrs Julia Ward Howe, Ed- 
win K. Allen, superintendent of the 
Pennsylvania School for the Blind; 



John F. Bledsoe, superintendent of 
the Maryland School for the Blind; 
William Fndicott, ,Tr , treasurer of 
the Perkins Institution; the Hon. 
John Parmeuides, the Greek con- 
sul; Amory I Lawrence, vice presi- 
dent of the corporation; (i 11. 
Martin, secretary of the board of 
education, and Prof. J. Irving 
Manatt of Brown University. 

Each souvenir programme of the 

exercises contained a rare photo 
gravure of Mr. Ansgnos, and a 
poem. " In Meinorian," by Laura 
F. Richards 

MAYOR AND GOVERNOR STii 

Gen, Francis H Appleton, pre- 
sident of the corporation, who pre- 
sided, introduced Gov. Curtis Guild, 
Jr., who said : 

" It isa privilege to commemorate 

the services of one who loves his 
fellowmen. Wbatevei he did was 
done well. I do not know t hat any- 
thing could make him happier than 
what he must now know — the 
crowning irtory ol his labors — thai 
Ihe commonwealth this year has 
gone further than ihe inst ruction of 
blind children, and now purposes 
lo educate and make into useful 
citizens the adult blind. 

" The noble woman who came to 
ire, Helen Heller, able, in- 
telligent, useful, valuable to the 
community, sits upon a stale com 
mission as s slate Officer, that her 
help and her wisdom may aid lite 

commonwealth in its education of 

the unfortunate who are committed 
to its care 

Mayor Fitzgerald was the next 
speaker, and said In part : 

" The name of Michael Anaenos 
belongs to Greece, the fame of him 
belongs to the Uuited states, but 
his service belongs to humanity. 

" It was no accident thai this 
lover of freedom should be drawn 
lo the home of liberty, which has 
opened its arms before and since, 
to Lafayette and Kosciusko, to 
Kossuth and Davitt, to John Burns 
and Henry Gedtge, and other 
liberators from many lands. 

" It was no accident thai the 

hand which had striven to release 
fetteted limbs should feci them 
selves well occupied looseniug the 

baodages on sightless eyes. The 

patriot and the teacher in this 
man, as in so many others, blended 
naturally, and 1 do not know which 
is hie highei title to esteem 

" Forty ycais of life in Boston 
did not cause Anagnos to cease to 
be a Greek, Although his fellow- 
countrymen here wore few, he 
identified himself with their inte- 
rests and stood frankly, but not ob- 
trusively, before Ihe community as a 
representative of a minor people. 
He was not ashamed to be a hy- 
phenated American, if to escape 
thai reproach meant ceasine lo re- 
member of his origin 

" It; one respect, however, this 
modern Greek rejected the wisdom 
of the ancients. The old Spartans 

exposed their puny infants on Mi 
Taygelus. Our modem Athens has 

Its orhdle for the frailest of these 
castaways, realising that In the 
least of their helpless bodies there 
abides a glowing soul and justly 
fearing the wrath of heaven that 
should follow the sacrifice of thai 
priceless jewel. 

"It is in this character that we 
know Michael AuagQOS best — not 
as a mountain rebel but as the 
shepherd of the sightless Hock who 
are his chief mourners to day 
The statesman and the soldiers 
may well envy this private i 

Ins wreath of tribute -the love 
of ihe afflicted among whom he 
walked, imparting strength, re- 
newing hope, devising practical 
helps in a word, maintaining wor- 
thily the traditions of that 
school for the blind in which 
modern science and Christian 
charity all but duplicate Ihe swed- 
es' miracle of the Galilean. " 
Frank B. Sanborn, of. Concord, 

the chief speaker, told in detail Ihe 
Story ol Dr. Samuel Howe and the 

way iii which he became acquaint- 
ed with young Anagnos, then 

Greek student at Athens, who after 
ward became his secretary, his son- 
in-law and finally his succes 

" My subject to-day," said Mr. 
Sanborn, "is 'Successors in Suc- 
cess," .and we shall find it hard to 

point to a better instance than ihe 
work begun, carried on and finished 

in Dr. Howe and his son-in-law. 



men so unlike in all but results, 
Dr. Howe was a man of genius, cap 
able, as the epigram says ol 
generalising from a single Instance, 
and of following up his theory with 
a practical method of working it 
out. He also had acquired a 
general experience, by servinu foi 
years, and in varied positions in the 
world-movement known as the 
Greek revolution. Mr. Anagnos 
has no such genius and no equi- 
valent experience But he was one 
ofa frugal and highly organised 
race, which takes to genera) culture 
as neither the American nor the 
ordinary Englishman readily does; 
and, belouglug to a small nation, 
still held in leading-strings by the 
pragmatioal great powers, he was 

not compelled to follow where the 
bias of a great nation should fatally 
cany him 

" His first initiative of slices-, 
beyond the daily routine of a well 

managed blind school, was to con- 
ceive ami put in practice a kinder- 
garten Without "iving in to Ihe 
slightly sentimental view of the 
customary kindergarten in this 
country, he saw what an adjunct 
it could be made as a preliminary 
to the beautiful education Instituted 
and made practical by Dr Howe 
for the blind Be perceived also 
how warmly Ihe community, and 
especially good women, would be 
likely to encourage such an addi- 
tion to Ihe Perkins Institution. 
The events of the pis 
prove how just was his forethought 
in both these vital points. The 
community, responding to his con- 
stant appeal, has now built up an 
establishment at Jamaica Plain 
which, in its appointments and its 
results, excels any example of Ihe 
kind known to me In the world. 

" Mr. Anagnos claimed no credit 
for instructing the blind or the 
any more than Dr. How,- did for 
his services to all classes of the 

unfortunate They were above the 

petty vanity of craving praise for 
acts which compelled praise from 
others. They made the talents of 
their pupils known for the informa- 
tion and encouragement of others, 
not for ^lory to themselves, But 
this modesty need not restrict us 
from giving them the praise due, 
not only from t hose direct H benefit- 
ed by their toil am", their wisdom, 
but from us who saw them at I licit- 
self imposed tasks Death, which 

has slosed their beneficent activity, 
has released us from the resttaiat 

imposed by their modesty, and now 
allows us to pay those tributes to 
their memory which the vain and 
the nngrate**nl are so ready to with- 
hold or to ascribe to themselves " 

Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, whose 
daughter Julia married Mr. An 
agnos, was then introduced, and re- 
ceived a fiatteriug reception. In a 
low but clear voice she read Ihe 
memorial poem which she wrote 
herself and which was listened to 
with gieaiest attention.

" It is always sunrise somewhere 
on tlte globe, and Ihe heroic age is 
s present somewhere," he 
said. " !)■•. Howe was born into it 
here in Boston, and in rude Spirits 
Michael AnagnOS lied in it. 

One can but feel that we have had 
iir ot Plutarch's men." 



Bishop Lawrence said in part : 

" The name of Mr. Auagaos has 
not been spread in trreat headlines 
before the people, but it is 1 1 ensur- 
ed in the hearts of thousands of 
the blind, and many thousands of 
their friends throughout the land, 
and this was to him the riches! 
ward. 

u The kindergarten is his monu- 
ment The most interesting study, 
however, is not of men and women 
in the mass, but as individuals 
Martyrs, chanty workers ami ap- 
buiiders of the Institution have very 
little interest as we group them to- 
gether, but each studied by himself 
reveals the peculiar qualities of 
temperament, character and work. 

" There was one quality in Mr. 
AnagbOS which Dr. Howe imme- 
diately recognised as of a. spirit kin 
died to his own; a love of freedom. 
For that Mr. Anagnos had writ- 
ten, worked and sutTered. When, 
therefore, he came to this land he 
came to his own. Freed from the 
firel of political bonds his spirit was 
at liberty to give himself without 
check to the work thai was before 
him. 

" We Americans are perhaps loo 
ready in these days lo note the 
dubious qualities of those who 
come to our shoies, and not lo 
reeogsias the possible contributions 
that they make. Mr. AnagttOS, in 
landing upon this shore, brought 
with him an inheritance of temper 
and form of culture with which 

we were unf, .miliar. He had, li. 
ever, that peisonality, Btreugth of 
character and self-reliance which 
enabled him, while learning from 
us, and adapting himself to our 
conditions, to force into our Institu- 
tions something which they had 
not, and which gave them 
and wealth.

\ms ii problem in arithmetic making 
a Bgure in geometry, making a draw- 
iog of a plant, giving a rule in 
grammar, making n statement in a 
recitation, or anything else, there 

is always one right way, and per- 
haps a fjreal many whim),' ways. 
"About right" is still wrong, and 
right and wrong are opposed lo 
each other There is a profound 
truth in the old pro verb, that 
"What II worth doing at all, is 
worth doing well." If a word is 
used I hat docs not convey he exact 

Idea, do not accept it; insist upon 
Ibe exact word. If a solution in 

arithmetic has a slight error, do 
not say "That will do, I see you 
understand the principle." Insist 
that the work shall be made just 
rlghl before it is accepted. Do nol 
accept slovenly reading of a sen 

teiice, or a slovenly pronunciation

Tra'n fhe pupil in all ways to

Time is eiven us to use, 
and, in the school- room, time can 
be put to no higher Use than in 
forming habits of thorough -going 
accuracy. In order to train pupils to 
habits of accuracy, Hie teacher will 
need lo exercise n deal of patient 
discipline with himself, lie can 
uol a Iford lo speak before he 

thinks, either in Instructing, or 
directing, or llsoiplining. Do not 
think of accuracy as elevating little 

things tO a place ihat is loo high.

ism or ridicule, especially in the 

case of children, and refuse to at- 
tempt, speech. But where deafness 

is congenital with parents— that is, 
where they are born deaf, the chil- 
dren are usually if not invariably 
born witbonf hearing. 

The Catholics have a school for 
triilsat 1 Si h and Cass Avenue, St. 

Also one for boys at 
Long wood, Mo. Another is a pub

It, will be three 
Stories in height, with a basement, 
ami will lie used lor the social, ro- 
ligioUri and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mute« of New York. The 

amount required for " The (iallau- 
dei Memorial Parish Building" will 
li«- aboul 130,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
•silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse Ihe memorial.
